It should attract the attention of
farmers : The machine is on two wheels
It operates on
the outside row of corn, passing con-
tinuously around the field.

Provision is also made for catting
corn while green, aad placing it in
bundles without husking ; that process to
be the subject of annther operation af
passing betweén the rollers when the corn
has become perfectly ripe.

One
man and four boys with three horses have
run a working model of the wachine, and
cut and husked corn at the rate of ten
acres per day, saving the stalks and husks
perfect.— Doylestown Democrat.
